will receive $50. 

8, All men, of whatever class, who have 
scrved two years at any time, and who are 
entitled i $100, or Pate received that 
amount of Gor vernment | rounty for said term 
of two years, will receive $50. 

4. Soldiers, discharged to receive com- 
missions, are entitled to $50, if they nave 
served at least two years of their enlisted 
term. 
«, 5. Men who have been discharged on the 
account of, wounds, or of disease contracted 
in the service, are entitled to the fullamounts 
that they would have received if they had 
served out their full term of enlistment. 

6. The heirs of soldiers who have diedvof 
wounds or of diseases contrreted in the ser- 
vice, are entitled to the full amount which 
such soldiers would have received as stated 
in paragraphs 1, 2, 3 and 4. 


Congress has increased the Pension to 
Widows having children under 16 years of 
age, by. granting an additional $2,00 per 
month for every such child.

LET US CULTIVATE BETTER, 

Almost every farmer of ordinary in- 
telligence, who has seen many portions 
of our country, is impressed with the 
fact that we have a soil which, with 
proper cultivation, cannot be excelled 
for producing cer eal grain, grass, fruit, 
and veg -etables by any other country 
on the globe. Yet its prodneny eness 


is not i olf dev eloped. There-are but 
few—amazing few—acres in any state 
of the Union which are cultivated so 


thoroughly: that they. produce crops 
fully equal to their capacity.. We haz- 
ard nothing in stating that. more than 
three-fourths. of our wheat-fields are ca- 
pable of yielding more than two bush- 
els of better gran than where the pres- 
ent proprictors obtain but one. Here 
is a vast field for agricultural improve- 
ment. Those farmers who have been 
accustomed to plow wide and. shallow 
furrows, and to go over a great breadth 
of ground to get half a crop, will find 
it will-be a decided improvement, and 
a source of great. profit to themselves, 

and to the country also, if they will 
abandon. this perfunctory system of ag- 
riculture, and. perform labors of the 
field as they should be done—in a thor- 
ough, and farmerlike manner.
